M’KENNA HAS NOT YET BEEN CONFIRMED 


His Corporation Tendencies and His 
Telegram to Hanna—The Demo- 
crats and Their Committee. 


Washington, January 16.—(Special.)—Mark 
Hanna's triumph means more than the 
Mere decision of the Chio republicans as 
to v-ho will be their senator for the next 
seven years—more to Ohio and a great deal 
mor: to the country. It mears more to 
Marcus, too, though for most men the sen- 
atcrship is a big enough thing in itseif 
to sat'sfy all ambitjon. 

Much has been written about the effect 
of this election upon Ohio affairs. It is 
certain that so far as the republicans out 
there are concerned, Grosveaor hits it right 
when he declares that from now to the 
finish it is to be a war of extermination. 
The men who were bold enough to defy 
the party convention and instructions from 
constituents are to be run to earth, and 
by the dominant faction no quarter is to 
be given. As for Bushnell, he will hold 
the office of governor for a full term, but 
he can hardly be expected to enjoy that 
office. After that—the deluge. He will 
cease from then to be a factor jn Ohio 
pol'tics just.as he has already ceased to 
be be a factor in republican affairs. Kurtz, 
too, is dead. He js a born Jeader in politics, 
but a leader without followers is a mug- 
wump, and the day of the mugwump is 
past. The men who stuck to Kurtz in 
this fight will desert him in the hour of 
defeat, and he cannot hope to again be 
a figure in republican councils. He may 
remain a member of the republican na- 
tional committee until 1900, for there wiil 
be no meeting of that body until then, and 
there is no way of getting rid of him ex- 
cept by action of the committee: but it 
will amount to nothing. 

Of the republicans who fought Hanna, 
McKisson seems to be in better shape than 
any of the others. Hanna has bolted Mc- 
Kisson three times but could not prevent 
his election as mayor of Cleveland, and 
it looks as if he ts a little too warm for 
the senator. He seems serene enough and 
perhaps has occasion to. The democrats 
Ipst nothing by their position in this fight. 
They have shown that they would do any- 


thing to defeat Hanna and all that he rep-: 


esems and that will help them in future 

fights. They have gained in this respect 

and in the divisions in republican ranks. 
Hanna Now Reigns Supreme. 

It is not with respect to its effect in Ohio 
that the election of Hanna has brought 
the most important results, however. 
There is a deeper and wider significance 
in it. Hanna’s victory means that his 
grip upon the republican party and the 
republican administration is firmer than 
ever—that he is in reality the dominant fig- 
ure that he has heretofore been pictured. 

The victory coming as it did has given 
Hanna a following among the, republican 
masses that he never had before; and poli- 
ticlans who have in the recesses of their 
hearts been unfriendly to the big boss, 
though they have not dared to say so, took 
his fight as their own and rejoice in his 
victory. They are for him now only be- 
cause he is to remain the dominant factor 
in the republican party, but because they 
feel he has done them a service in whip- 
ping cut bolters and in making bolting un- 
popular, and they are grateful for it. 

As for mén who have been openly against 
Hanna heretofore—the men who are his 
rivals for leadership of the party—they 
were among the first to rush to cover and 
‘Ongratulate Hanna upon his victory, al- 
hough that smashed their beautiful plans 
or control of the next national convention 
and the overthrow of McKiniey.

Hanna is bigger than ever. He is more 
he republican party and nobody knows 
hat better than the men who tie awake 
ighitts trying to invent some plan or doing 
im up.

Democratic Congressional Committee.

The house committee on rivers and 
harbors will not be able to go to Mont- 
gomery, as was first agreed. The commit- 
tee is to leave the latter part of this week 
for Florida, going to Tampa, Pensacola 
and Jacksonville. It was first decided to 
zo.to Montgomery for a day for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the work at Wetumka, 
but at the committee’s meeting yesterday 
it was found the railroad connections could 
not be so made as to enable the stop at 
Montgomery. 

Silver Men in Harmony. 

Another matter to be passed upon is the 
advisability of putting fusion members on 
this committee. Some of its members think 
it good politics to even put Jerry Simpson 
on the committee, taking the position that 
wherever these populists of the west can be 
of usé they should be used.

MRS. LUCILLE LANE 
SHOOTS HERSELF 


Daughter of Senator Blackburn Dying of 
Self-Inflicted Wound. 


MAY HAVE BEEN ACCIDENTAL 


Friends of the Family Deny That 
There Was Thought of Suicide. 


FATHER REACHES BEDSIDE OF HIS DAUGHTER 


Small Pistol, Imbeided in Laces and 
Gloves, Was Thrown from a 
Bureau Drawer. 


Washington, January 16.—Mrs. Lucille 
Lane, youngest daughter of ex-Senator 
Joe Blackburn, of Kentucky, shot herself 
in her apartment at the Wellington hotel 
last night. According to the statement 
g@:ven out by the family the shooting was 
accidental. Both Mrs. Lane’s physicians 
refused to discuss the subject, even to 
the extent of saying whether or not the 
wound would prove fatal, but from the 
best that can be learned she will probably 
recover, although now suffering severly 
from shock. 

A friend of the family nominated to give 
out a statement of the occurrence, said 
that about midnight on Saturday Mrs. 
Lane was preparing to retire. Her hus- 
band at ‘the time was in the adjoining 
room looking over the paper. Mrs. Lane 
opened a bureau drawer to get a handKer- 
chief and picked up a handful of gloves 
and lace, which thad been tossed together 
in the drawer. Under the fluffy mass was 
a lady’s tiny pistol, a gift to Mrs. Lane 
from her father, and a possession of which 
she was particularly fond. It caught in 
a piece of lace as she raised her hand and 
falling of its own weight struck the ham- 
mer on the edge of the open drawer. The 
pistol exploded and ‘the ba‘l penetrated 
her left breast. 

What became of the ball is imposs:ble to 
say. According to the statement given 
out dt struck a rib and ranged around be- 
neath the left shoulder, making only a 6u- 
perficial wound. | 

At the same time, it is sald, Mrs. Lane 
is suffering so from shock that the phy- 
siclans have devoted all their energies to 
rallying her without attempting to definite- 
ly ascertain the extent of the injury. The 
most precise statement that either phy- 
sician would make tonight was that Mrs. 
Lane would probably live till morning. At 
the request of her family the block in 
which the hotel is situated has been roped 
off. 

Senator Blackburn is deeply affected by 
the occurrence. He does not live with his 
daughter and when the affair occurred 
was summoned from -his room on New 
York avenue, remaining thereafter at Mrs. 
Lane's hotel. 

Igcille is the younger of Senator Black- 
burt:’s two daughters. She was married 
in 1895 to Thomas F. Lane, a prominent 
business man and politician of Summit, 
N. J. At tthe time of the marriage Mr. 
Lane was a chief of division dn the treas- 
ury. Subsequently he accepted a place 
with the Maxim Arm Company, of New 
York, as ‘their special agent in Washing- 
ton. The position is reputed a good one 
and the Lanes had apparently always an 
abundance of money, which they spent 
freely, living at a fashionable hote! and 
seeming to lack none of the good things 
of life. Ther little girl, something over 
a year old, was one of the favorites about 
the house with all who knew her and the 
Particular pride of her mother.

PROMINENT IN OHIO POLITICS 


Was a Major in a Regiment from His 
Etate During the War. 


REMAINS WILL BE TAKEN HOME FOR BURIAL 


Wife ana Children Were with Him in 
His Last Moments—Sketch 
of Deceased, , 


Thomasville, Ga., January 16.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Ben Butterworth, who has been ill 
at ‘the Piney Woods hotel, this city, for 
some weeks, died at 3 o'clock this after- 


noon. ' 
The end came peacefully and im his dying 
hour he was surrounded by his wife and 


children. 

Mr. Butterworth came to Thomasville 
several weeks ago to recuperate from an 
attack of pneumonia. He improved very 
rapidly until two weeks ago, when he 
was stricken with uremic convulsions, 
since which time he has-been hovering be- 
tween life and death. 

The remains will be sent to Washington 
tomorrow. 

Benjamin Butterworth was what is known 
as a “birthright Quaker.’ Those who 
knew him best during his busy career are 
unanimous in saying of him “his daily 
life was an exeinplary of the tenets of 
that good old faith as that of any public 
official could be.’’ 

He was born in Warren county,. Ohio, 
October 22, 1837, and was a member of the 
state senate of Ohlo from Warren and 
‘Butler counties itn 1878-'74; was elected from 
the first Ohio district to the forty-sixth, 
forty-seventh, forty-nine and fiftieth con- 
gresses and was re-elected to the fifty-first 
congress as a republican. 

“Ben” Butterworth, as he has always 
been best known, spent ‘his earlier years 
around about Maineville and Foster's cross- 
ing—the latter a little station on the Little 
Miami railroad. His father was William 
Butterworth, h’s mother a Linton, a family 
noted throughout the entire line for their 
keenness of intellect, powers of perception 
and strength in speech and debate. Both 
parents were of Quaker ancestry. 

Major Butterworth’s keen intellect and 
remarkable powers of perception were in- 
herited from his. mother.. Butterworth’s 
first acquaintance with law was made in 
the office of Durbin Ward, then a auccess- 
ful practitioner in Cincinnati. During the 
war he attained the rank of major in an 
Ohio regiment. He was eommissioner of 
patents first during the administration of 
Garfield and Arther and his record made 
then and subsequently had great weight 
with President McKinley im selecting him 
for that position. | 

He was made secretary of the wor'ld's 
fair project early in the tneeption of .that 
great enterprise at Utimtago during the 


early nineties and worked along in that | 


capacity with honor to himself and profit 
to the company until its close. 

A wife and four children survive the dead 
statesman. His wife was Miss Mary 
Schuyler, of Pennsylvania. The children 
are Mrs. Howe, of Washington, D. C., a 
widow; William, who married a Miss Dee- 
rea, Of Moline, Ill.; young Ben, who was 
injured in a college game early in lHlfe, 
and Frank, whose prowess as a football 
coach and full back ts almost interna- 
tional. 


Was Well Known in Washington.

He was ap- 
pointed chief clerk in the department im 
March, 1893. He held that position until 
after the inauguration of President Mc- 
Kinley. Last month Mr. Carlisle came to 
New York and joined his father’s family. 
Arrangements for the funeral have not 
been completed. 


CHAS. FELHAM VILLIERS DEAD. 


“Father of the House of Commons’”’ 
Dies, Aged Ninety-Six Years. 

London, January 16.—Right Honorabie 
(narles Pelham Villiers, member of pariia- 
ment from Sowth Wolverhampton, and 
known as the “father of 
commons, having sat continuously in the 
house since 1835, died at 9 o'clock tonight, 
aged ninety-six years. 

In addition to being the oldest member 
of the house of commons, Mr. Villiers was 
“father of the English bar,” for he was 
“called” at Lincoln's Inn in 1827. Mr. Vil- 
liers was returned for Wolverhampton 
three years after the passage of the great 
reform act and the last parliament of 
William IV. Besides being the oldest mem- 
ber of parliament, he was the oldest sur- 
viving parliamentary candidate. Notwith- 
standing his extremely advanced age, his 
memory was singularly retentive and he 
was able to entertain his friends for hours 
at a time with lively and charming narra- 
tives of scenes in the house of commons 
during the first half of the century. He 
always delighted to recall the circumstance 
that he was in the house when Disraeli, 
then quite a young man, made the cele- 


brated speech in which he said that one | 
day the house would be compelled to listen | 


to him.

‘Washington, January 16.—Grave appre- 
hension was felt by both the officials of 
the state department and those of the 
Spanish legation that disturhances of a 
more or less serious character might occur 
in Havana today, owing to the fact that 
many: persons otherwise occupied during 
the week would be comparatively free on 
this day to follow their own inclinations. 

Advices received by Minister De Lome 
early today, followed by others at a late 
hour, ind:cated, however, that Havana was 
perfectiy tranquil. 

Shortly after noon the minister received 
a dispatch conveying the information that 
at 11 o’clock this morning there had not 
only been no rioting, but not even sporadic 
disturbances of any kind.

CHILD PLAYED WITH FIRE 


Had Built a Bonfire in the Yard and 
His Skirt Caught. 


MRS, HEARD AND ELDEST SON ALSO BURNED 


\Vere Injured ‘While Extinguighing 
the Flames—The Little Boy Lived 
Only a Few Hours. 


While playing with a fire in the back- 
yard at the home of his parents yester- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock Joseph Thomas 
Heard, aged four. was burned so badly 
that he died from his injuries a few hours 
later. 

In endeavoring to save the child Mrs. 
the mother. and Hugh, an older 
were severely burned about the

N. I. Heard, special watchman for the 
Central railroad, lives at No. 91 Davis street 
with wife and several children. Yes- 
terday after dinner the chil- 
save Tommie went to a neighbor’s 
to spend the afternoon. Left the 
child went into the back yard, and while 
no one was watching him he kindled a fire 
with a large 
blaze, much to his ehildish deligh*. He 
gathered fresh chips about the yard to 
increase his bonfire and upon one trip 
went too near the blaze. He was dressed 
in kilts and his skirt caught. In a moment 
he was wrapped in flames and he ran to- 
ward the house screaming with pain and 
fright. 

Mrs. Heard hurried from the house with 
her eldest son, Hugh, and they both at- 
tampted to extinguish the fire with their 
hands. After a hard fight, in which they 
were both badly injured, the burning cloth- 
ing was torn from the child and he was 
borne into the house and laid upon a bed. 
He wes suffering terribly, and his pain 
could not be relieved until a physician 
arrived. Dr. R. F. Lester had been sent 
for and he did all he could to ease the 
pain of the little sufferer. 

The accident occurred at 3 o'clock and 
four hours and a half later, at half-past 7 
o'clock, death came te relieve the child 
forever of all earthly pain. 

The Parents Grief Stricken. 

The parents were grief etricken at the 
calamity, and the mother, although suffer-. 
ing greatly herself, stood by the side of 
the dying child lending her aid with the 
physician .and father to eave the lif 
that was @o swiftly passing away. 

While burned considerably about the face 
and body, there did not appear to be suf- 
ficient external injuries to prove fatal, and 
the physician gave it as his opinion that 
the little boy inhaled the flames while run- 
ning to the house and that the internal in- 
juries caused death.

“It is a fearful and terribie thing for a 
child to be lost in that way," said Mr.

“My Iittle 
boy was in the flush of health when we 
gathered at the dinner table, and little did 
any of us think that before we all sat 
down at that table together again one of 
us would be shrouded for the grave. I left 
home after dinner and my family were all 
well and happy. I returned to find my 
little boy dying in awful agony. It is an 
ordeal which I pray that God will let no 
other man go .through on this earth 
again.”’ 

Last night Mrs. Heard and Hugh wete 
both suffering greatiy from the burns they 
received. 


in Prison on Serious Charge. 

Philadelphia, January 16.—The body of 
five-year-old Percy Lockyar, who is be- 
lieved to have been murdered on Friday 
night by fifteen-year-old Samuel Hender- 
son. was today found In the bottom of 
‘“Reddie's Creek,” and there seems little 
doubt tn the minds of the police that young 
Henderson is guilty of the crime. He is 
now locked in a cell at police healquar- 
ters. 

The body of the child when found was 

weighted by two heavy stones, one about 
his neck and the other around his ankles. 
His skull was crushed in and there was a 
knife thrust just above the heart, and 
similar wounds in his breast, side and fore- 
head, while on one side of his face was a 
long cut extending from below the eye to 
the chin. 
' From what the police have been able to 
learn the crime seems to have been one 
of tne most horrible character, and if all 
its details are true, it stamps young Hewu- 
derson as a degenerate of the worst type. 
He does not seem to realize the enormity 
of his crime. Yesterday af‘er his arrest he 
admitted a knowledge of the knife thrust, 
but sald it was due to the child accidentally 
running against an open knife. Henderson 
became elarmed at this and said he threw 
the boy into the creek. Today, however, 
when shown the mutilated body of the 
child he admitted that he was responsible 
for those cuts as -well, Dut he still pér- 
sisted that it was an accident.

FOR JAPAN'S NAVY 


The Kasagi Will Be Launched from the 
Cramp’s Shipyard Thursday, 


‘VESSEL A MOST POWERFUL ONE 


first Foreign Ship Set Afloat in This 
Ccuntry in Ten Years, 


WILL STRENGTHEN THE MIKADO’S FLEET 


With the Other Boats Now Building, 
It Will Give Japan Third Navy 
of the World. 


Philadelphia, January 16.—The launching 
of the Japanese warship Kasagi, which is 
being built at Cramp’s shipyard, will take 
place on Thursday at noon, The Kauasagi 
ig the most important ship ever built in 
the United States for foreign account and 
is the first foreign warship launched in 
this country since the Zobiaca, in 1878. 

In compliance with requests for informa- 
tion that are coming to him from all over 
the country, Charles H. Cramp, the build- 
er of the ship, today gavé the following 
interview to the Associated Press: 

“The Kasagi is a protected twin screw 
cruiser or commerce aestroyer of the latest 
and most approved type and des'gn in her 
Class. She is built throughout of mild 
Steel of the United States navy standard. 
Her mode! is calculated primarily for high 
specd, the contract guarantee being twen- 
ty-two and a half knots. She is powered 
With two four-cylinder vert:cal inverted 
direct acting, triple-expansion engines, 
driving twin screws. Steam is supplied by 
twelve single ended cylindrical boilers, pro- 
vided with the St. John Grate and bearer 
bar, and the machinery calculations con- 
template a maximum collective indicated 
horse power of about 17,8. 

“The Kasagi is one among a large num- 
ber of ships of various type and classes 
embraced in the new naval programme of 
Japan. A sistemship to her is building on 
the Pacific coast and others of various 
Classes up to 14,800 ton battleships in Eng- 
land; France, Germany or in Japan’s own 
dockyard at Yokosuka. It is worth while 
to call attention to the fact that she is 
representative of the most marvelous and 
formidable naval development of this age: 
a development that is rapidly bringing into 
front rank among civilized naval powers 
a nation the ports of which were first 
opened to commerce through the instru- 
mentality of an American naval expedition 
clearly within the memory of men not yet 
past middle age. From this point of view 
alone her launching is an‘event worth re- 
membering in the history of American ship 
building. 

“When the fleet of which ‘Kasagi is an 
Important factor shall be completed, an 
event not more than two years off at the 
farthest, Japan will rank as the foremost 
naval power in the Pacifie ocean, and gen- 
erally speaking, nearly if not quite tnird 
in rank among the nav&l powers of the 
world. She will certa'nly outrank in the 
all-around sense all but England, France 
and Russia; and so far as the Pacific ocean 
is concerned, will be far superior to all ex- 
cept perhaps England, and it is doubtful 
if even England could, wite:due regard to 
her requirements in her own waters or in 
the Mediterranean and the defense of her 
commerce, spare naval foree enough for 
concentration in the Pacifi¢-to equal in 
that ocean the new Japanese navy of which 
the Kasagi is a factor. This superiority 
is due not so much to the mere number 
of vessels Japan is building as to the fact 
that they are of carefully ‘selected types, 
perfectly elaborated designs and wisely 
distributed classes; all of the most approv- 
ed construction and highest attainable effi- 
clency. “i 

“The men who operate fhe material of 
this foree have demonstarted by their be- 
havior in the late war and as evidenced 
by the professional skill and ability they 
displayed in the work of supervising ves- 
sels under construction that they have no 
odds to ask in that respect of the naval 
officers of any power. 

“In short, the whole naval policy of Ja- 
pan as represented to Americans by the 
object lesson of the Kasagi is one which 
nations far older in the arts of western 
civilization would do well to emulate. Fall- 
ure to emulate or keep up with it may in the 
not d'stant future bring some of them to 
humiliation and defeat.”’ 


Cotton for Japan and China. 


Tacoma, Wash., January 16.—Seven train 
loads, amounting to 4,750 bales of Texas 
cotton, have arrived in Tacoma for ship- 
ment to China and Japan on the steamers 
of the Northern Pacific line.

The scene was a part of a 
most exciting hunt for a lost trunk, which 
began yesterday afternoon and ended yes- 
terday morning. 

Three or four days ago a large trunk 
belonging to a lady and gentieman from 
New Jersey was missing from the bag- 
gage room and it could not be found, The 
trunk had ‘been brought to the city and 
had mysteriously disappeared. Mr. Colvm 
at once notified the city detectives, and 
J. B. Harris; Wooten and Steint were 
detailed to do ‘the work on the case. Tney 
had a full description of the goods which 
the trunk contained and it was by finding 
the articles, piece at a time, that they 
finally had sufficient evidence to cause the 
arrest of six persons who are now lock - 
ed up at the police barracks. After find- 
ing dresses, underciothes, silverware and 
jewelry at a half dozen different places 
the officers finally raided a Ifouse at No. 9 
Willow street yesterday morning, and with 
Call Officer Crusselle they found the re- 
mains of the trunk, which had been 
burned. 

Up to late last night every article which 
had been tn ‘the stolen trunk had been re- 
covered with the exception of a seal-skin 
sack, valued at $200 or $200. The trunk 
ie said to have contained goods to the value 
of several hundred dollars. 

Met Harris, a negro youth who was em- 
ployed at the baggage room, and B. Col- 
bert, another »egro, were arrested charged 
with stealing the ‘trunk from the depot. 
and Ben Tanner, Hattie Tanner, Rosa 
Tanrer and Pauline Tanner were arrested 
on the charge of receiving and concealing 
stelen goods. [t was at Tanner's house 
the burned remains of the trunk were 
found. 

Just how the trunk was ‘taken from the 
depot is not known, but it is believed that 
Harris gave it to a drayman, who de- 
livered it to Colbert, and Colbert sent 
the cantents to several of ‘this friends and 
the trunk with some of the goods Was 
taken to thee Tanner house. 

Mr. Colvin says he does not know ex- 
actly when the trunk was slipped out. 
There have heen only a few similar cases 
at the dapot and in every instance Mr. 
Colvin has, with the help: of city detec- 
tives, quickly recovered tthe stolen ar- 
ticles. ; 

The negro Harris came from New York 
about six months ago and secured a pos!i- 
tion as truck hand at the depot. He is a 
very hard worker and quite intelligent. 
Someée*of the officers think perhaps Harris 
makes it a ‘business to go from city to 
city working about the depots just to get 
an opportunity to steal trunks. 

The case was rather a remarkahle one 
and the detectives did a good and quick 
plece~of work.

Commission To Fix Rates. 
| THOUSANDS OF EXPERTS AT IT 


They Cannot Adjust Tariffs in a Per- 
fectly Satisfactory Way. 


COMMERCIAL CHAOS WOULD SOON FOLLOW 


There Are Distinctions in Discrimina- 
tion—Some Are Just and Others 
Are Unjust. : 


“Commercial chaos would result. Trade 
would all be in confusion, if not in a state 
of semi-paralysis. Not «nly would the 
railroads be injured and probably ruined, 
but industries of all kinds and trade cen- 
be on quicksands, for they 
would find the very foundations of their 
prosperity shifting and uncertain from 
hour to hour.’ 

This was the answer cf Mr. R. C. Hoff- 
man, president of the Seaboard Air-Line, 
to a request for his opinion «cn the propo- 
sition to give a government tribunal pow- 
er to prescr.be railroad rates. Mr. Hoff- 
man was in Atlanta last week and while 
here spoke freely on this question. 

“It would be physically impossible for a 
commission of five members to make rates 
for the railroads of this country,’’ Mr. 
Hoffman continued. “‘‘Thousands of train- 
ed men are constantly engaged in making 
and revising rates for traffic over the 1,900 
or more railroads in thts. country. They 
can’t keep up with the changes which 
are constantly occurring, necessitating oth- 
er changes and adjustments. 

“President Milton Smith is right. It 
is utterly impossible for the government 
to make rates and at the same time do 
justice to the public and the carriers. A 
rate is an evolution. It is a growth—a 
compromise between the patrons and the 
There are two interests to be 
in rate making—the railroads 
and its patrons. ‘These interests are not 
adverse or ahtagonistic. On the contrary, 
they are mutual—at least so far as the 
carrier is concerned. If a rate is so high 
as to be prohibitive, the shipper cannot 
do business, but he is not the only loser, 
because the road does not get his freight. 
The carrier is going to give the shipper a 
rate which will enable him to do business 
at a profit if the company can afford it, 
and the interests of the shippers do not 
suffer. It is to the interest ofa railroad 
company to build up industries and busi- 
ness along its line. Suppose an Alabama 
lumberman on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville finds that he cannot compete in Chi- 
cago or Detroit with the Georgia mills. 
Unless he gets a lower rate he loses a 
market and the Louisville and Nashville 
loses some traffic. If it is possible, that 
system will reduce the rate from the Ala- 
bama mill so that it can continue to com- 
pete with the Georgia mills. Of course all 
the mills ih the same territory get the 
benefit of the reduction. The railroad, in: 
protecting the lumbermen’s interests, pro- 
moted its own. This is just one instance. 
Such matters can be adjusted more prompt-

carrier than by a government commission, 
no matter how earnest its members try 
to do justly by all concerned. 

“Then, if the power to fix rates is placed 
in the hands of a governmental board, 
Cincinnati will petition it for lower rates 
into the southeast than Baltimore has. 
Chattanooga, Memphis, Atlanta, Macon, 
Columbia, Richmond and a thousand com- 
mon points all over this country, north 
and south, east and west, will try to get 
some advantage over competing cities in 
the matter of rates. 

“As has been said, rates would be made 
in what might be called a town meeting. 
If the commission should undertake to 
prescribe rates, with the very best inten- 
tions, it would make radical changes in 
the tariffs if it carried out the policy it 
has la'd down in the past. Congress will 
certainly not imperil the roads and the 
business interests of the country by con- 
ferring the powers desired by the commis- 
sion.” 


In England the commission has power to 
fix terminal charges, but not rates for the 
hauling. By the way, the English commis- 
sion as created under the act of 1888, con- 
sists of twe members, one of whom must 
be an experienced railroad man. How dif- 
ferent this provision is from our own inter- 
state commerce act, which has no condition 
as to an annointee’s past experience. As 
is well known, there has never been a mem- 
ber of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion with the slightest practical knowl- 
edge of railroading. 

The Canadian royal commission, which 
made a thorough investigation of railroad 
practices and conditions. in the United 
States and Canada about ten years ago, re- 
ported to parliament in part in this lan- 
guage: 

‘The commissioners have carefully con- 
sidered r'' the information before them 
on this important subject and believe the 
interests of commerce will be best served 
by leaving the arrangement.of tariff rates 
for passengers and goods in the control 
of the several companies, subject only to 
approval and revision of the maximum 
rates by an authorized tribunal.” In Can- 
adian practice this means such revision as 
will prevent unjust discriminations, a pow- 
er which the interstate commerce commis- 
sion possesses, not wholly in itself, but 
by recourse to the courts when railroads 
refuse to cease unjuet @scriminations. 
Some times the instances of discrimina- 
tions investigated by the commission are 
just. Of course it follows from the very 
language of the act which prohibits un- 
just discrimination between . localities or 
individuals that there must be such a thing 
as just discriminations, and there are 
thousands of instances of just discrimina- 
tions in railroad traffic every day. 

Colonel H. 8S. Haines, in his book on 
“American Railway Management,” draws 
the d'stinction very clearly. He says: 

“Discrimination is primarily a departure 
from uniformity. Uniformity in its sim- 
plest form would be the transportation of 
every kind of freight for any d'stance, 
over one or more roads, at the same rate. 

“But lumber and feathers have not a 
uniform weight as compared with their 
bulk, nor a uniform value, and if a uni- 
form rate were applied to both, the lum- 
ber shipper could claim tbat the rate must 
be so fixed that he could ship lumber with 
a Mmarg.n of profit and the sh:pper of feath- 
ers would be well satisfied with the samé 
rates.’’ 

Colonel Haines goes on to say that the 
public could be well served by a uniform 
rate, but unclassified rates would not be 
“just and reasonable’ to the roads. 
manufacturers, denlers in and consumers 
of stiks, spices, feathers, willow ware, etc., 
pay more freight per ton than the pru- 
ducers, dealérs in and congumers of lum- 
ber, coal ard tron. The charter of the

This is an instance of 
just discrimination, and the explanation is 
that the Georgia railroad, having a larger 
tonnage, it is assurhed that it can afford 
to charge less than the Central for the 
same sérvice. ! 

The ‘Massachusetts railroad commission 
advised the railréads of that state to trans- 
port coal for manufactures at the bare cost 
of carrying it. 

Manufacturers were complaining that 
competitors who were nearer the coal flelds 
and got their fuel cheaper would ruin them. 
The state commission had no objection 
to the roads charging more on coal for 
domestic purposes than for manufacturing 
or discriminating in favor of the manu- 
facturer. That was recognized as a just 
and proper discrimination. 

And so instances might be multiplied 
without number.

GOES UP FOR LIFE. 


Tom Gilreath Will Not Have a Cliance 
Toa Repeat His Crime. 
Summerville, Ga., January 15.—(Special.) 
Tom Gilreath, alias Tom ‘Bowman, has 
been convicted of murder and recommend- 

ed ‘to life imprisonment. 

On the 6th of July, 1896, Tom Gilreath 
stalbbed and killed Ed Goddard at the 
home of — UHilman, on Lookout moun- 
tain, where Goddard was boarding. 

It developed that Gilreath and Goddard 
had been paying court ‘to the same maiden 
and on the date stated Gilreath went to 
Hilman’s and dared Goddard out of the 
yard, which invitation Goddard accepted 
upon a mutual agreement to fight a fair 
fight. It was getting dark when Goddard 
walked out of the yard in the presence of 
several witnesses and to show -his fair- 
ness turned his pockets wrong side out, 
walked on several paces by ‘the side of 
Gilreath, when, without warning, Gil- 
reath turned on his victim and stabbed 
him in the breast and arm, exclaiming: 
‘“‘Now I am satisfied. I have done what I 
wanted to do. Cut your d— heart out.”’ 
Goddard staggered and ran back to the 
house,. Where he died a few hours later. 
Gilreath escaped in the darkness and was 
arrested in Gilmer county some months 
ago at his home there, where he had 
married since his fight. The defense en- 
deavored to show ‘that Goddard had made 
threats against defendant and he, in his 
statement. claimed that Goddard cut at his 
throat when he stabbed him in self-de- 
fernse. 

The testimony of several reliable wit- 
nesses, however, disproved this and it was 
probably the youth and ignorance of the 
defendant that saved his neck. Gilreath’s 
mother and wife and babe were present 
at his trial. The prisoner bore himself 
th se stoical indifference throughout the 
trial.

TO PREVENT HOG CHOLERA. 


Report Is Made to Secretary of Agri- 
uciture by Dr. Salmon. 
Washington, January 16.—The chief of 
the bureau of animal industry, Dr. D. E. 
Salmon, has submitted to Secretary Wil- 
son a report upon the experiméents made in 
the treatment of hogs for hog cholera with 
anti-toxine serum. This serum is made 
upon the same principle as the anti-toxine 

of diphtheria. 

Good serum has been obtained from both 
horses and cattle, a horse or cow being in- 
oculated with the hcg cholera virus in 
small quantities at first, and with larger 
doses after suitable intervals of time The 
resistance of the animal is thus raised to 
the highest practicable paint. The blood 
cof such an animal when injected under the 
skin of ewine has been found to possess 
both a preventative and-curative action. 

This serum was first tested upon small 
animals in the laboratory and being found 
efficacious, was last fall tested in Page 
county, Iowa, on several herds of swine, 
containing altogether 278 animals. Leaving 
out ore herd, from which definite returns 
as to cause of d2ath could not be obtained, 
only thirty-nine died out of 244 animals 
treated, of which eighty-six were sick. 

Dr. Salmon believes that with experience 
a better quality of serum can be prepared 
and he has no doubt that this pereentage 
can be maintained hereafter. 


LECTURE ON THE PROVERBS. 


Dy. Barnett Delivered an Eloquent Talk 
Last Night. 


Dr. Barnett, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian church, has been delivering a series 
of lectures every Sunday night on the 
books of the Bile. Last night he took 
Proverbs, and his discourse was eloquent 
and forceful. 

“All but the last chapter and the one 
preceding it,’’ said he, “‘were written by 
Solomon. In al] there were 3,00 proverbs 
and a great many songs, but only about $15 
proverbs remain.

The picture before us shows that there is 
a time for rejoicing and one for sorrow 
and weeping; and the police department of 
Atlanta arrived at a time in the year just 
passed when the pangs of sorrow could not 
but plerce the hearts of each ome of us, 
and every true, patriotic citizen of Atlanta 
who believes in law, order and civiliza- 
tion. 

“We would not offer one word of con- 
demnation to the call of our Creator for 
taking from our midst our beloved chief, 
but we canno: Keep the shock of horror 
from penetrating our bosoms for the cow- 
ardly and dastardly act of the assassins 
who slayed our two other comrades.

Such were 
Arthur Connolly, Tom Ponder and Bob Al- 
bert. They stood firm in their places with 
hearts full of love for their fellow man.”

able, when it is remembered that the so- 
clety was started by only three men, 
e0on attained dimensions and reached a 
membership which made {ft the largest and 
most aggressive political organization that 
ever cxisted in Macon. Some of the best 
known men in town were members of it. 
All the deliberations and proceedings were 
Kept secret, and not even the names of 
members were revealed until the disbund- 


and ! 


ment of the organization. The members 
took a biood-curdling oath and the entire 
initiation ceremonies were exceedingly se- 
vere and serious. if the new organization 
now contemplated is formed, it is not be- 
lieved that it will be on as severe and 
Stringent lines as characterized the former 
society. 

There will be all sorts of elections this 
year, and while the new organization will 
be most active in local affairs, it will also 
take a turn at state matters and may prove 
an important factor in the nomination of 
statehouse officers, so far as the expres- 
Sion of Bibb’s choice is concerned. 

Some State Races. ‘ 

There promises to be a very pretty con- 
test in Bibb for secretary of state. Macon 
is the old home of Hon. Phil Cook, the 
first twelve years‘of his life having been 
spent here. He has a large circle of rel- 
atives and friends here and his father, the 
late lamented General Phi] Cook, who died 
while holding the office of secretary of 
State, and his grandfather, both Me buried 
in Rose Hill cemetery in this city. Sena- 
tor Cook will make a strong pull to obtain 
the aix votes of Bibb in the nominating 
convention.

The 
mill men decided it was an admirable loca- 
tion for a factory, where a large amount 
of water was necessary. They have select- 
ed a site, and a large two-story brick build- 
ing, with offices and engine room attached, 
will be built. Severak tenement houses are 
to be constructed, and handsome residences 
for the officers of the company are to 
erected. It is the intention of the proajec- 
tors to build a little city, as severa! hundred 
hands will be employed in the factory. 
The plans of the company contemplate a 
regular factory town similar to Lindale, 
and several hundred thousand dollars are 
ta be dumped into the enterprise. The lo- 
cation is about equidistant from both the 
Southern and the East and West ra{lways, 
and spurs will be run out to the site from 
both roads.

Dormitories Erected.

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New England’s ‘Prosperity.” 

The dispatches printed yesterday from 
the New England mill centers make in- 
teresting reading. The sum and sub- 
stance of all may thus be condensed— 
strikes and reductions, reductions and 
strikes. 

In the first New Year since Mr. Me- 
Kinley’s election, a wave af republican 
“prosperity” has struck New England—- 
struck it such a blow that the indus- 
tries of that section will do well if they 
ever recover from the terrible results. 
The blow has not fallen on the cotton 
mill operatives alone, but on nearly 
every productive industry in that sec- 
tion. | 

In the discussion of the gloomy situ- 

‘ation—a reduction or a shut-down in 
midwinter in that dreadful climate—the 
voice of ex-Congressman Crapo is heard. 
He says that the present situation should 
have been foreseen. ‘“‘By far the wisest 
thing to have done,” he declares, ‘‘would 
have been to shut down the mills in the 
summer*when it would have been least 
hard for the operatives.” As Mr. Crapo 
is himself a manufacturer, it may be 
asked why he failed to sound a note of 
general alarm last summer? It would 
have sounded queerly, indeed, coming 
at a time when the republicans and the 
McKinley democrats were declaring that 
prosperity had arrived, and was now 
sitting on the nation as on a nest, pre- 
paring to laying a barrelful of eggs in 
addition to those she laid when Mr. 
McKinley was nominated. And vet it 
would have saved a great deal of suffer- 
ing. 

But Mr. Crapo is cheerful—from the 
manufacturer's point of view. He says 
that the reduction of wages is likely 
to force the issue, and by a general 
strike, the desired curtailment of pro- 
duction will be brought about. This 
means, of course, that the operatives 
have been deliberately driven to go on 


a strike in order to close the mills and\ 


curtail production in winter, when the 
manufacturers knew that a shut-down 
Was inevitable as early as last sum- 
mer. From a benevolence’ that pro- 
duces such beneficence as this, the re- 
publican working people of New Eng- 
Jand should pray to be speedily deliv- 
ered. - 

Mr. Crapo says the tariff is all right. 
At any rate the manufacturers have no 
fault to find with it. But what will 
the workingmen have to. say to that? 
They were told on every stump in 1896 
that another McKinley tariff would put 
an end to the’ prevailing depression. 
This meant, of course, better wages for 
the workingmen. As the actual out- 
come is a midwinter reduction or a mid- 
winter strike, the employees of the man- 
ufacturers will probably think twice be- 


« fore they vote this year and in 1900.

And they show something 
more. They show that the situation is 
More critical now than ever, with every 
prospect of growing more 80. 

The European powers seems to under- 
Stand this situation more clearly than 
our maxim-making president, It is giv- 
en out from Washington that the diplo- 
matic representatives of these govern- 
ments have given the administration to 
understand that interference in the Cu- 
ban contest by the United States, with 
a view of bringing it to an end, will be 
regarded by them with indifference, if 
not with satisfaction. 

This, of course, meansthat the Euro- 
pean governments are more keenly alive 
to the demands of the situation than our 
republican administration. is. They feel 
that the barbarous conflict should be 
concluded before the resources of the 
most fertile island in the world are de- 
stroyed, and before the peaceful men, 
women and children are gtarved or slain. 

Such diplomatic intimationg can be 
construed ag nothing less than an invi- 
tation to the United States on the part 
of the civilized governments of Europe 
to step in and put an end to the strug- 
gle. So far as the Cuban patriots are 
concerned, they are in no worse case to- 
day than they were at the beginning of 
the war. In fact they are better organ- 
ized, better drilled, more inured to the 
hardships of a campaign, and more hope- 
ful. From the grim old General Gomez 
down to the humblest guerilla, the patri- 
ots feel that the end is near. 

But, ag Mr. McKinley would remark, 
Hanna is elected, and what more do the 
Cubans want? If that isn’t equal to 
autonomy and independence in the same 
package, they must be hard to please.

Zola Figures in a New Role. 

Within the last few days the cele- 
brated French novelist, Emile Zola, has 
the extreme hardihood to publicly de- 
nounce some of the official members of 
the French army; but from recent in- 
formation which has come to hand, it 
appears that the government, instead of 
putting the accused members on trial, 
intends to fermally arraign the novelist 
himself for aileged injustice to the vic- 
tims of his criticism. 

I’rom our American point of view it is 
somewhat difficult to understand the at- 
titude of the French government toward 
the great novelist. In this country 
freedom of speech is one of the most 
sacred rights which the federal consti- 
tution guarantees to us, and naturally, 
there is little disposition on our part 
to sympathize with an suppression of 
this right in other countries. But such 
is not the case in France. Not only is 
the right of free speech unrecognized 
to any marked extent in the French 
constitution, but such is the degree of 
reverence which the government exacts 
on behalf of its military system that 
any disposition to bring reproach upon 
it is at once suppressed. In the light 
which this statement throws upon the 
situation, the great novelist deserves all 
the more credit for his fearless and 
vigorous denunciation of corrupt French 
officers. 

On account of the influential character 
of these French officers, as well as on 
account of the prominence of the novel- 
ist himself, there exists widespread ex- 
citement in France over the charges 
preferred. The officers in question are 
General Billot, the French minister of 
war; General Mercier, Major Ravary 
and Major Paty de Clane. One of the 
charges brought against these officers 
is that of perjury in connection with 
the recent Esterhazy trial. From the 
press dispatches, M. Zola does not ap- 
pear to be in the least disturbed over the 
gcvernment’s threat to put him on trial 
fcr unjustly criticizing the French offi- 
cers, but states publicly that before the 
present agitation is over he intends to 
clear the good name of Captain Albert 
Dreyfus, who has been made the victim 
of most cruel outrage at the hands of 
jealous French officers. As M. Zola is 
known to be extremely careful in the 
collection of his facts, there are many 
who profess to believe that if put on 
trial he will not only manage to acquit 
himself, but to bring still further re- 
proach upon the French army. If the 
| great novelist is actually put upon trial, 
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character, and good may 
plished in more directions than one. 
Developments in. the situation will be 
awaited with keen interest on this side 
of the Atlantic.

The Passing of Sectionalism. 

Signs of complete and perfect recon- 
ciliation between the north and south 
are multiplying daily. During the past 
week several prominent federal veter- 
ans, who were stopping at Vicksburg, 
Miss., for the purpose of inspecting the 
famous battlefields in the neighborhood 
of that city, were entertained at a pub- 
lic dinner given by the citizens of Vicks- 
burg. At this dinner it was ascertained 
that several of the persons present had 
participated in the bloody scenes enact- 
ed at that place, and the interchange 
of recollections which grew out of this 
disclosure was made in the best of good 
humor. 

In speaking of this unique incident, 
The New York World makes the follow- 
ing comment: 


Only in our time and in our. country 
has such a gathering been possible. In 
no other great civil war in history have 
the opposing sides forgiven each other 
so soon and so thoroughly. 

It was only the other day that a cele- 
bration of the battle of White Mountain, 
fought three hundred and fifty years ago 
in Bohemia, led to riots and bloodshed 
in the streets of Prague. In England, af- 
ter the great civil war, the returning 
Stuart persgeuted ‘the shrivelled corpse 
of Oliver Cromwell as ferociously as he 
did the living regicides. The battle of Cul- 
loden was fought nearly sixty years after 
the battle of the Boyne. Even after our 
Revolution the embittered hatreds of pa- 
triot and tory were never healed. 

But this Vicksburg dinner, attended by 
many of the partakers in the assaults 
and in the siege, is so much a matter of 
course with us that we hardly think it 
worthy of special mention, and yet no 
sublimer height of chivalry was ever at- 
tained by a Bayard or a Sydney than by 
these plain American citizens. There 
could be no truer patriotism than that 
which sees in a battle of the past only a 
bond of present friendship. There could 
be no reconciliation more complete and 
genuine, and yet again, the siege of Vicks- 
burg is so recent that all of us who are of 
middle age remember it. 


Surely the breach. of sectional 
estrangement and distrust is closing up, 
and we are rapidly becoming, if, indeed, 
we are not already, one people.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


In commenting upon the homicidal mania 
which has been sweeping over this country 
during the past few years The Philadelphia 
Times undertakes to show that little im- 
provement has yet made itself apparent 
in the records and that radical measures 
looking toward the correction of this tragic 
evil should be speedily adopted. Says The 
Philadelphia paper: ‘‘There is not a single 
state or territory in the union in which 
there is not a trial for murder pending. In 
the staite of Kentucky there are forty- 
seven cases, concerning ninety-one prison- 
ers, for murder awaiting trial. In Virginiu 
there are at least twenty-three charges of 
murder. In the first sittate only seven of the 
men in jail to be tried for the capital of- 
fense of murder are negroes; in Virginia 
there are eight. North Carolina has twenty 
cases or more, Georgia twenty-seven, Louis- 
lana a score, Texas thirty-two or thirty- 
three, ‘Missouri twenty-four, Illinois six- 
teen, Indiana seven; Michigan three, Ohio 
eight, Pennsylvania twenty-six, New York 
forty-two, Connecticut, Rrode Island and 
Vermont one. New Hampshire had just 


thirty years imposed upon a crazed as- 
sassin. California has twenty-seven cases 
on her docket, and altogether there are 
about 280 charges of murder on the criminal] 
dockets of the various states and territo- 
ries.’’ 

Says The New York Times: The popu- 
lation of Japan is 42,708,264. According to 
the figures presented by the Japanese 
statisticians, the island has 400,000 more 
men than women, and the number of 
families is a little over 8,000,000. Of ‘“no- 
bles” there are 4,375; of “shizo-ku,” what- 
ever they may be, there are 2,067,997, and 
all the rest, 40,635,892, are ‘common peo- 
ple.” This is a very good showing, par- 
ticularly as the Japanese noble, as such, 
has no special powers and few special] priv- 
ileges. And the population of this island 
kingdom is increasing rapidly, the incre- 
ment last year having been 437,644. These 
figures include only what are called “fixed 
residents,’’ and maka no account of the 
Formosans, who, apparently, are not yet 
considered worthy of the honor of a place 
among the real Japanese. It is customary 
to think Japan as a small country, but 
obviously lack of men will not prevent her 
from holding her own against any European 
forces likely to be sent into the neighbor- 
hood of her shores.

Eloquent Sermon. 


Dr. W. F. Quillian, pastor of Boulevard 
Grace church, preached a strong sermon 
yesterday morning on the text ‘she king- 
dom of God is not meat and drink; right- 
eousness and. peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost.”” Romans, xiv: li. 

Dr. Quillian said in part: 

‘“*The kingdom of God’ and ‘kingdom of 
heaven’ mean the same thing. in thig 
text it means Gcd enthroned in and over 
the individual. 

“The kingdom of God is within you! A 
negative and a positive statement. Nega- 
tive—religion is not outward, ‘not meat 
and drink.’ 

“Church membership and attendance 
upon church services are necessary, a duty 
demanded; but that is not religion. Prayer 
is essential to the Christian hfe. Without 
it there can be no salvation; but prayer is 
mot religion. So of Christian giving, of 
self-denial, of labor for the Lord and all 
outward service. ‘These things are neces- 
gary to build Christian character, but they 
@re not character itself. Scaffoiding is 
necessary about a house while it is build- 
ing, but is*not part of the building itself. 

*“Positive—But ‘the kingdom of God is 
righteousness.’ Right wiseness, upright- 
ness, harmony with God. The Bible is 
God's nature, character, mind made 
known to men. UHenece, righteousness ig 
harmony with God's revealed will. God's 
moral teaching is epitomized in the Ten 
Commandments. Then righteousness is a 
heart and life in harmony with the com- 
mandments. The Bible is the divine straight 
edge amd righteousness is laying your 
character down by it; and by the blood 
of Christ, through the Holy Spirit, bring- 
a * into harmony with it. 

“We can keep the commandments. 
Which one are you compelled to break? Is 
it the first? Are you obliged to have other 
ods before your Father in heaven—right 

fore His face? Or the second? Are you 
so vile you must make and fall down 
before them in worship? Or, is it ‘the 
third? Are you so wicked that you cannot 
control your tongue from blasphemy? Or, 
is it the fourth, (fifth, sixth, seventh, 
eighth, ninth or tenth?

How Far Debs Is Right. 


Now that Debs has come and gone, The 
Macon News sums him up thus: 

The News does not hestitate to express 
its sympathy with the cause in which Eu- 
gene V. iDebs is engaged—the emancipation 
of.labor. We are ‘heart and soul with any 
movement that is intended to strike from 
the limbs of the masses the shackles that 
corporate greed and centralized power has 
placed upon them. We recognize the urg- 
ent necessity for a change in conditions 
now oppress the people. We agree with 
Debs that it must be decided within the 
next few years whether or not this is to be 
an oligarchy of wealth or a government 
of the people, by the people, for the peo- 
ple—as the fathers of the republic intended 
it should be. We realize that the tendency 
has been, for the past quarter of a cen- 
tury, toward a centralization of power that 
will give the very few absolute control of 
the many. And we believe this sort of 
thing, if not remedied, will eventually cul- 
minate in a revolution—if not of blood, at 
least of the ballot. A revolution that will 
change or reform our whole system of 
government, re-establish it on first prin- 
ciple and make this, tn realtiy, the land of 
liberty and home of the free. 

And we believe, too, that Debs, and all 
other labor leaders, “agitators” if you will, 
are doing a good work in arousing the 
masses to a proper understanding of their 
condition; for this must be done before the 
final act of emancipation can come. We 
believe even the most extreme of their 
number are accomplishing aie certain 
amount of good in warning the oppreseor 
and in awakening the oppressed. 


Profits in Cotton Manufacturing. 


Rome Tribune: While all the talk about 
the trouble in the New England cotton mills 
and the reduction of wages for the alleged 
reason of small profits is going on, we have 
made some inquiries among the officers of 
the pros north Georgia cotton mills. 
The mills in this section have made money. 
Their profits have been large. This has 
been due to the location. conditions and 
good management. The consensus of opin- 
ion among our best informed, most en- 
ergetic and successful cotton mill men is 
that the trouble with the New England 
mills is that they are overburdened with 
high salaried officials. In the first place, 
there is the president; !n the second, the 
treasurer; in the third. the superintendent, 
and in the fourth, the agent. Each of 
these officials for each New England mill 
draws a large salary—probably averaging 
$10.40 each. In some cases it is in ex- 
cess of these figures. The agent of the 
mill sometimes makes more than any other 
official. The treasurer is most often a man 
who never sees the mill. He generally has 
his office in Boston or some city away 
from the mills. The agent attends to the 
selling of the product. In the south two 
officers—the president and superintendent— 
do the work of the four New England men 
at a modest salary. the two scarcely ever 
getting as much t her as any one of the 
eastern quartet. e labor in the cotton 
mills north and south are paid about the 
saine. Of course there are conditions in 
the south much more favorable to the cot- 
ton mill business, but the big salaries id 
to the four officials named make a big hole 
in the profts, | 
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Resolutions Are Passed on Mr. McCor- 
mick’s Withdrawal. 


HE LEAVES FEBRUARY 14TH 


Has Been Called to the Most Important 
Church in the Northwest 
| Diocese. 


Rev. John N. McCormick, pastor of St. 
Luke’s church, has tendered his resignation 
to his congregation, and it has been accept- 
ed by the vestry with expressions of regret, 
It goes into effect February M4th and Mr. 
McCormick will leave as soon as possible, 
probably the same day, for Grand Rapids, 
Mich., where he has been called. 

Mr. McCormick hag been pastor of St. 
Luke’s church since Aygust, 1895, and he is 
well iiked by his congregation. His health 
has been failing for some time, however, 
on one occasion becoming so bad that it 
was necessary for him to take a vacation. 

He is not a robust man and believes that 
he should labor in a more bracing ciimate. 
With this end in view, he let it become 
known that he desired a change and, there- 
fore, decided to accept when the call came 
from Grand Rapids several weeks ago. The 
members of the vestry of St. Luke’s church 
did everything in their power to induce the 
pastor to reconsider his action, and passed 
resolutions asking him to remain, but he 
positively announced that he would accept 
the call. 

He reached this decision Saturday mcrn- 
ing and the fact was at once made known. 
In his resignation Mr. McCormick stated 
that he had become very much attached to 
his congregation, but that he thought it 
best for him to make a change. 

His resignation was read to the congrega- 
tion yesterday morning, after which Mr. 
Charles A. Read, secretary of the vestry, 
read resolutions which had been adopted by 
the members of the vestry. 

They are as follows: 

“Whereas, since August, 1895, Rev. John 
N. MeCormick, as rector of St. Luke’s 
chureh, has continuously ministered most 
acceptably and helpfully to its people, and 

“Whereas, During his ministry here no 
word of.discontent has been heard to dis- 
turb the perfect harmony and a¢cord that 
has existed between rector, vestry and con- 
gregation, and 

‘“‘Where, Influenced by reasons which this 
vestry has been unable to overcome, he 
has heen induced to accept a call to St. 
Mark’s church, Grand Rapids, Mich., and to 
tender to this vestry his resignation as the 
rector of St. Luke’s church; therefore, 

‘Resolved, That the regrets of this vestry, 
heretofore expressed because of his contem- 
plated resignation, are intensified by its 
presentation and this constrained accept- 
ance of the same. 

“Resolved, That the vestry of St. Luke’s 
church commends to the affectionate regard 
of the vestry of St. Mark’s church their 
prior rector-elect. 

‘Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be furnished to Mr. MeCormick and 
a copy be transmitted to the vestry of St. 
Mark's church.”’ 

St. Mark’s church is one of the most im- 
portant churches in the northwest. The va- 
cancy which will be filled by Mr. MecCor- 
mick was caused by the resignation of Dr. 
Campbell Fair, who has accepted the pas- 
torate of a church in Omaha, Neb. 

Mr. McCormick came to this city from 
St. Paul's church, Suffolk, Va., directly af- 
ter the death of Rev. R. S. Barrett. He 
was educated at Randolph-Macon college, 
and is a graduate of the theological semi- 
nary of the same college. He also has a 
diploma from Johns Hopkins. 

He was for ten years pastor of a Metho- 
dist church, but left that denomination to 
enter the ministry of the Episcopal faith. 
He is still a young man, his age being 
thirty-five. He is very popular in this city 
and it was with genuine regret that his 
resignation was accepted. 

Mr. Frankle, who has been Mr. McCor- 
mick’s assistant, has also sent in his resig- 
nation. He h3s only been with the church 
a short while. 


REV. ATKISSON TO SOLDIERS 


He P:eached an Eloquent Sermon at 
Fort McPherson Yesterday. 


SPOKE OF HIGHER MANHOOD: 


Large Crowd Was Present and Sermon 
Wes Delivered in Forcible 
Manner. 


Rev. R. V. Atkisson preached to the sol- 
diers at Fort McPherson yesterday by 
request of the chaplain, Dr. Nare. His ser- 
mon wags an interesting one and a large 
gathering was present to hear it. 

Rev. Atkisson took as his subject “High- 
er Manhood.” His text was “‘Quit you like 
me€en, be strong.” I. Cor. xvi, 13. 

In part, he said as follows: 

‘I shall speak to you this evening on the 
‘Higher Manhood,’ and can offer you only 
a few principles of character which are 
eminently suited to both sexes. These 
principles are stated many times in the 
system of Christian truth which Pau} calis 
‘the faith.’ 

“I remark that there is the need of a 
simple spirit. By this I mean you should 
avoid a complex or double mind. This sim- 
ple spirit does not imply a poor, lowly, 
abased mind, but on the other hand it 
means ‘mind at its best, working with 
sound judgment, strong reason and great 
decision. Such as we find in Paul, David, 
Esther, Joseph, Joshua and Daniel, among 
Biblical characters, ard in Livingstone dy- 
ing in Africa, Chinese Gordon in Egypt, 
Robert E. Lee, President Lincoln and the 
immortal Stonewall Jackson in our own 
land. Aspiration without power dooms to 
disappointment, but the truly single spirit- 
ed man finds hisown rewards. He is strong 
in friendship and in affection. Cultivate 
such a spirit. 

“T remark, in the second place, to do this 
it is essential that you ltive upright de- 
sires. Habits make lives, but habits grow 
from desires. Too many fix the heart on 
outward objects. The desire for popularity, 
for riches, for promotion, distinction and 
pleesure absorbs them. Place the good 
within, let there be a wellspring of joy 
in every heart and there will be happiness. 
Do not look without for the object of life. 
‘Blessed are they that hunger and thirst 
after righteousness,’ said Christ. Only 
God can satisfy man’s soul. God does not 
reveal himself through wealth, or worldly 
distinctions and sensuous pleasures, but 
through His spirit to the spirit of man. 
So man can manhood true and noble 
and good without depending on externals. 
The last qvality I would mention in this 
character building is be just. 

“The single-spirited man musf be just. 
He must not have mixed motives. In 
your line of life as soldiers you may err, 
mistakes are possible, but be just. Consider 
the just man. He is right, he is conscious 
of it and no power can destroy him. Place 
him before the tyrant and he is the same. 
Lock him in the dungeon and take him to 
the gallows and he is the same. The 
world needs such men. ‘Be strong in the 
Lord and put on the whole armor of 
God’ and ‘quit yourselves like men.’ I 
commend to you the Lord Jesus Christ as 
your Master. Follow Him and you will 
realize the manhood that is possible.”

SOUNDS A NOTE OF WARNING | 


Says Many Youths in the City Are on 
the Road to Ruin. 


PARENTS SHOULD WATCH THEIR BOYS 


Youths Belong to the Best Families in 
the City—Their Debaucheries Un- 
der Cover of Darkness. 

APTAIN HENRY JENNINGS, of the 

police department, has given out for 

publication an interview which con- 
tains some very startling statements and 
which will be read with both interest and 
surprise. Captain Jennings has been in 
charge of what is known as the “evening 
watch’ for several months. This watch 
goes on duty at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
and retires for the next watch about 1 
o'clock in the morning. During the hours 
of the-evening watch all the carousing in 
the city goes on and Captain Jennings has 
been in a position to closely notice the mat- 
ter which he discusses. He is a close ob- 
server and a man who never speaks unless 
he has something to say. 

The captain is not a man to rush into the 
newspapers, as one of his characteristics 
is modesty, and the interview herewith pub- 
lished would not have been forthcoming if 
he had not been overheard referring to the 
subject, and it was upon his being convinc- 
ed that the words from him might be in- 
strumental in doing some good that he per- 
mitted what he had to say to be printed. 

“Some of the very best young men of 
our town are going to ruin,’’ said Captain 
Jennings, at the police barracks Saturday 
evening, “‘and the worse part of it is there 
seems to be no hand to save them. I| speak 
of young men who belong to the foremost 
families in the city—young men whom their 
parents and friends think are models of mo- 
rality and uprightness, and if the fathers 
and mothers knew what I do they would be 
shocked beyond all expression, and if they 
were told it they would noi believe it. 

“I have been on the evening watch now 
Or some months and I have seen night 


after night large n@inbers of young men, 


and some of them not much more than 
boys, frequenting places of the lowest char- 
acter and dens which degrade and ruin the 
moral character almost beyond redemption. 
I have looked upon youths flocking to the 
worse district in the city half drunk and 
engaging in orgies with the vilest type of 
humanity. They have kept just outside the 
pale of the law and, therefore, I could not, 
@s an officer, touch them, but it isn’t a 
question of law, but one which riges supe- 
rior to any mere infringement of a city or- 
Ginance, it 4s a matter which appeals to 
every persoy who desires to see the youths 
of this city saved from the contamination 
ef the brothel, and I speak to warn some 
of the fathers and mothers that their sons 
are out at night ruining their minds, ,bodies 
and souls. It is time that the good peo- 
ple of this city were realizing the fearful 
extent to which this evil has grown. I 
know not the cause. I see it has been stai- 
ed that the young men are too poor to 


garry and that the extravagant young wo- 


men are to blame; I have heard that some 
of the homes are not attractive to the

ROSSER TO BE CHOSEN TO SUCCEED MERRY 


The Municipal Ownership and Elec- 
t:olysis Questions May Also Come 
Up for Consideration. 


OUNCIL will hold an {f{mportant 
‘ meeting at the city hall at 3 o’clock 

this afternoon. Several matters of 
more than ordinary interest will come up, 
and the session promises to be a busy one. 
Messrs. Mitchell, Peters, Rice and Howell 
are cut of the city, so vill not be present. 

Chief among the features of the session 
wil) be the submitting cf the annual ap- 
portionment sheet by the finance committee 
allowing the various municipal departments 
their working money for the year. The 
committee has been at work on the sheet 
for several weeks, and they believe their 
figures will prove the most equitable dis- 
tribution of the city’s funds considering the 
reduced income. 

Notwithstanding the decrease of about 
$30,000, there will be but few changes in 
the apportionments from last year. There 
will be no heavy cuts, but on the other 
hand two departments—police and fire—will 
be given slight increases. This is on ac- 
count of new men on the former, and anew 
engine house equipped last year for the 
latter. 

The city officials have been awaiting this 
apportionment sheet with great anxiety for 
several weeks. They cannot calculate on 
what basf to work unless they know how 
much money they will have. The finance 
committee has done the best it could under 
the circumstances, and it is a great tribute 
to the city that there will be no decided 
cuts with a greatly reduced income, 

Mavor Collier will hand in the resignation 
of Professor E. C. Merry as a member of 
the board of education. The resignation 
will no doubt be accepted with regret. Mr. 
lL. Z. Rosser, of the seventh ward, 
will be elected to fill the vacancy. At 
present he has no opposition, and it is 
probable the vote will be wnanimous. If 
so, he will be sworn in at once. It is also 
probable he will be made secretary of the 
board. 

The resolution of the municipal ownership 
of an electric light plant committee, which 
was referred to the council of 1898, and 
which has never been considered by this 
body, will probably come up this after- 
noon. 

The resolution provides for the appojmt- 
ment of an expert electrician to figur@and 
report on the cost and operation of an up- 
to-date electric plant. 

An appropriation of $2,000, or less, is also 
recommended. If the matter is considered, 
it is probable the resolution will be passed, 
So far as the appointment of the electrician 
is concerned, but the appropriation may not 
reach that figure. 

The electrolysis question, which has also 
been shelved for several weeks, may also 
come up. The electrolysis committee sub- 
mitted an exhaustive report last year on 
the condition of the water pipes, and also 
an ordinance requiring all companies gen- 
erating electricity used underground to 
transfer their currents from the water 
pipes, but council has never acted thereon.

the 'trusitees of the Georgia School of 

Techhology tad before them the re- 
quest of a number of students who board- 
ed at the dormitory to be allowed to keep 
house on tthe co-operative plan. 

The young men (making ‘this request 
are of the opinion ‘that if they are allowed 
to furnish their own meals and have them 
prepared and served by persons to be em- 
pioved ‘by themselves ‘they can live con- 
siderably cheaper than at present. They 
asked the board to let them wse the mess 
hall in the old dormjtory and to furnish 
them with a stove and a table and table- 
Ware. All things in addition to this they 
will furnish themselves. 

After considering this matiter the trus- 
tees, decided to place the whole matter 
in ‘the ‘thands of President Lyman Hall, 
who wWas requested to do as he thought 
best about ft. The board expressed its 
willingness to allow the young men to 
live dheaper if they thought they could 
sO manage. 

In accordance with ‘this, Captain Hall 
will make arrangements to allow sixteen 
of the young men ito begin furnishing their 
own meals and a separate dining hall 
will be furnished them. They will have 
charge of the cooking and all the details 
connected with praparing the meals. 

The students who are interested in liv- 
ing on the co-Operative plan will organize 
a club with a president, secretary and 
treasurer. A cook will be engaged to do 
the work for them and one member will 
be appointed ‘to thave charge of the buying 
of the food. This position will be one 
of importance and the success of the en- 
terprise depends entirely on his judgment 
and ability ‘to purchase eatables at the 
very lowest prices. 

The club will be under the supervision 
of the president of the school and of Pro- 
fessor Wood, who has dharge of the dormi- 
tory, and if it is seen that the plan does 
not work successfully and that the young 
men do not obtain a sufficient quantity 
of food at ‘the reduced rates, a halt will 
be called and tthe cub abolished. 

If, on the other hand, the club proves 
to be a success it is passible that the whole 
echool will be conducted in that manner and 
every one who boards at the dormitories 
will become a member of the club. 

At present the price of board at the 
dormitories is $10 per month. The rooms 
and ittheir furnishings are given to the 
Students free of charge and the food is 
the only !tem of expense. This is furnished 
by a matron who is under ‘the direct su- 
pervision of the president of the school, 
and the food furnished is of the very best 
quality and of a sufficient quantity. 

It is believed by the faculty thst 
the present rate is exceeding!y 
low, but there is a willingness on the part 
of the officials of the school to let the 
young men institute a lower one if it is 
possible. The idea if to let them live as 
cheaply as poseitble. 

The club will begin furnishing its own 
meals some time between February Ist 
and 15th, and will continue until the suc- 
cess or failure of the scheme is demon- 
strated.

Dr. Floyd McRae, the secretary, who 
will resign. 

From present Indications the resignation 
will be presented to the council] th‘s after- 
noon and will doubtiess be accepted. Great 
influence has been brought to bear on Dr. 
McRae to change his mind, but without 
avail. He has long been one of the city’s 
most valuable public servants, and his re- 
tirement will be met with universal re- 
gret. 

Dr. Louis Jones will probably be Dr. Me. 
Rae’s successor. He made a strong race 
against Dr, Benson several weeks ago, and 
although he entered the contest much later 
than his cpponent, ha was defeated by only 
one vote. 

But Dr. Jones will not have a clear ficid. 
Dr. W. C. Robinson, another of Atlanta'g 
well known physicians, is after the plum. 
His friends are working assiduously ta 
capture the victory, and they believe they 
will succeed. Dr. Robinson, though, like 
Dr. Jones in the first race, was late enter- 
ing, and the majority of councilmen, it 
is said, are alicvdy pledged for Dr. Jones. 
His. election, therefore, ts regarded as a 
practical certainty as far as political fore 
casts can be made. 

The election may come up this afternoon 
in the council, if the resignation is handed 
in, and it may be postponed for two weeks. 
Four councilmen—Messrs. Mitchell, How- 
ard, Rice and Peters—are now in Florida 
on a fishing trip, and will not be back 
for ten days. The remaining members 
prefer, it is said, to hold the election with 
a'l present, and it is probable there will 
be a postponeiment on th's account. 

In case Dr. Jones is elected, this brings 
on more speculation as to who will be 
elected secretary to succeed Dr. McRae. 
Dr. Benson, the new member, has been 
slated for the job, and would probably 
have been elected at the last session had 
Dr. McRae’s resignation been farthcom- 
ing. As it was, the board re-elected him 
to the position as a tribute to his excel- 
lent services in this capacity in the past. 

It is rumored that Dr. Jones will be 
urged for secretary against Dr. Benson, 
and that there wt be still another lively 
setto in health circles. Dr. Jones's friends, 
believing they had better elect their man 
first. will not talk prematurely, but it is 
practically certain that a strong effort 
will be made to land him in the secretary’s 
chair.

“IT have read this verse as the text be- 
cause it is the key to the whole parable. 
It shows us the purpose for which the 
parable was spoken. It was to teach an 
important lesson to people who ‘trust in 
themselves that they are righteous and 
despise others.’ It shows us that the Pha- 
risee of A. D. 33-and the Pharisee of A. D. 
1898 are. It gives us Chr'st’s view of hypoc- 
risy, for He identified hypocrisy with Pha- 
risaism. ‘Woe unto ye scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites!’’ was an expression often 
on His lips. 

“It is worthy of notice that the Pharisee 
was not a hypocrite in our sense of the 
term, We understand by the term, an 
intentional deceiver; but in Christ's sense 
of the term and in the Bible sense, a hyp- 
ocrite Was one, who, missing the essence 
of religion, ignorantly ‘trusted in himself 
that he was righteous and despised oth- 
ers. It was bad enough to be devo'd of 
the very essence of religion and not know 
it; it was worse for one in such condi- 
tion to trust in his own righteousness: it 
Was st.ll worse for him to despise otne:s as 
being trrel gious and contemptible. and the 
three together constituted Bible hypocrisy. 

‘puch were the Pharisees. They had the 
form, but not the Spirit of religion. They 
mistook the hull for the kernel. | They 
were inflated with rel'gious pride without 
any thing to base it on, and they stood 
apart from others and made themselves 
the judges and critics and censors and 
despisers of others. They were the self- 
Satisfied ones, and all others, in their es- 
timation, were about as bad as the devil 
and £O.ng to the devil, and ought to go 

‘Now, the Pharisees have the'r repre- 
sentatives in our day—people who prid- 
ing themselves on their own supposed right- 
eousness and losing sight of their own 
faults, are forever sitting in judgement on 
the shortcomings of others.

Awful Predicament of a Bad Boy Whe 
Ran Away From Home. 


A CRAZY MAN PURSUES HIM 


Keeps Talking and Chattering Until 
the Boy Gets Wild. 


George Tapp Held for His Pa—His 
Prison Companion Is Moses 
Blumenthal. 


RUNAWAY boy had a very novel ex- 
A perience at the police barracks Sat- 

urday and Sunday, and, as he himself 
puts it, he came very near being run crazy 
by a crazy man. It was a case of a bad 
little boy who was pursued by an ogre in 
the shape of a wiid lunatic. 

Saturday morning Patrolman Adolphus 
caught George F. Tapp. a fifteen-year-old 
youth who is wanted by hig father at 
Doraville, Ga. George had rua away from 
his home, and hk loving father and pliable 
strap awaits him in the vine-clad cottage 
of his boyhood. 

George was taken ‘to the police barracks 
and placed in the corridor upon — which 
open the cells reserved for the white state 
prisoners. There was one other occupant 
of this corridor and that was Moses Biu- 
menthal, e crazy man who imagines him- 
self an orator and _ poser. Blumenthal 
lives in Nashville, and he was taken out 
of the Kimball house about two weeks ago 
and has been confined at the police bar- 
racks ever since. He is to be taken home 
some time this week. 

Blumenthal talks incessantly. His tongue 
{is never still unless he is asleep and he 
even talks in his sleep. 

Saturday night a reporter of The Consti- 
tution called to see young Tapp to queés- 
tion him about his runaway episode. 
George had barr'caded himself in a cell 
and Blumenthal was standing at the door 
talking to him ‘through the tron grating. 

"“T am talking reason,” babbled tthe lunatic 
as he struck a theatrical pose, ‘and when 
a man talks reason you should be thank- 
ful. What are the dull, prosaic words of 
the man of flowery speech who soars to 
the skies and swims in daisies—what, I 
say, is such a man ‘to one like myself who 
stands upon the high plane of reason?’ 

The Voice in a Cell. 

“Oh, let up.”’ a voice was heard to say 
from the recess of the cell. 

The reporter asked George to come for- 
ward, and when he did go Blumenthal fol- 
lowed him, talking all the while in a 
strain about as follows: 

‘Let up? Let up for what? Just to stop 
the outflow of reason. I talk from my own 
standpoint and do not quote the stereotyped 
words of some gilded ass.”’ 

To the reporter George told his story. He 
had left his home to try to reach-a brother 
in Nashville and had been ‘three weeks on 
the way. He did not think his father want- 
ed him very much. 

“Do you want to go home?’ 
asked. 

‘Home, sweet home,” interposed Blurnen- 
thal softly, “‘what could we do without a 
home? Home is the place where there is a 
flow of soul and a feast of reason.”’ 

“Good Lord-a-mercy,’’ exclaimed young 
Tapp, waving the lunatic away. Then 
turning to The Constitution man the boy 
said, wearily: 

Any Place Would Do. 

“TI would rather go anywhere than sitny 
in this place with this talking machine. I 
don't think it {s right to put me in here 
with a crazy man. This fellow has been 
talking to me until I am nearly crazy my- 
self. I think one more day will surely drive 
me mad.”’ ‘ 

“Mad? Why should you go mad?” said 
the lunatic, elbowing his way up close to 
the boy. ‘“‘Why go mad, I say, when you 
ean reason yourself into a happy state of 
blissful dreams. Just réason, as I have 
done, and you will say ha, ha, ha, to all 
the world.”’ 

“Oh, dry up!’ shouted the boy as he 
placed his hands over his ears and made 
e rush for his cel}. 

Blumenthal took a book from his pocket. 
It was a treatise on ‘theosophy, and he 
threw it upon the floor. 

“Who wants to read?’ he said, striking 
a pose by placing One foot upon the other 
knee, “‘‘when they can talk to some one 
who knows they are filled with the great 
power of reeson’”?’’ 

He put his mouth to the door of the boy’s 
cell and when the newspaper man with- 
drew he was stilling babbling about his 
powers of reason.

He Is the Legal Chief Executive of the 
. - State. 


GOVERNOR Is NOW ABSENT 


Constitution Says That the President 
of the Senate Shall Act in 
Such Cases. 


Hon Robert L. Berner, of Forsyth, is now 
the legal governor of Georgia. He holds 
the reins of state government and his ¢x- 
wcentive power is 4s great as that heid by 
Gevernor Atkinson when he was in the 
state in the capacity of governor. ; 

Georgia’s state constitution declares that 
when the governor shall absent himself 
from the state for more than three days, 
the president of the state senate shall be 
empowered to hold the office of governor 
and shall be the chief executive of the 


state. 

Mr. Berner, by virtue of his office as 
president of the senate, could pardon any 
man from the penitentiary, call an extra 
session of the legislature, or perform any 
act within the power of Georgia's governor. 

Governor Atkinson’s absence in Mexico 


has brought about this rather unusual 
state of affairs. Yesterday a party of the 
most prominent politicians in the atate 
were discussing the matter at the Kimball, 
when it was suggested that the state had 
no governor. Some one then sprung the 
interesting fact that ‘Mr. Berner is now 
governor of the state. Judge Nat E. 
Harris, of Macon, said that while he had 
never thought of it before, Mr. Berner was 
the governor. 

The history of Georgia shows that twice 
before the office of governor has been taken 
by the president of the senate, where the 
governor has léft the state without leave of 
the legislature. 

In 186 Hon. Joseph E. Brown, who was 
then governor of Georgta, left the state. 
He left the office vacant just as it is now. 
Hon. A. Ranse Wright was then president 
of the state senate. No sooner had Gover- 
nor Brown left than he usurped the office 
of governor. Governor Brown heard that 
Mr. Wright had assumed the duties of 
chief executive, and he hastened back to 
claim his own. He promptly asked Mr. 
Wright to vacate the place to which he 
had arrogated himself, and Mr. Wright 
very gracefully yielded, saying that he 
took the office because he did not want the 
interests of the state jeopardized by being 
without a head. 

Another precedent which Mr. Berner has 
is that furnished during Bullock’s admin- 
istration. Hon. Benjamin Conley was then 
president of the senate. He heard of Gov- 
ernor Bullock's departure. and he came at 
once to Atlanta. This was in 1872. Mf. 
Conley appropriated the position of gov- 
ernor and occupied it for several months, 
through the most important part of the 
administration. He always signed his 
name as governor, and not governor ex- 
officio. Since that time Mr. Conley has been 
known as Governor Conley. 

At present there is no one in Georgia to 
perform the duties of governor except Mr. 
Berner, and if an emergency were to arise 
he would be compelled to take active 
charge of the governor's office. 


POLICE ARREST A BAILIF?. 


Will Buice Locked Up at Barracks. 
Two Sides to Story. 


Bailiff Will Buice spent Saturday night 
and nearly all day Sunday in a cell at the 
police barracks. He claims to be an of- 
ficer of Justice Orr’s court. The police say 
the bailiff went to a house on Railroad 
street and acted in a disorderly manner; the 
bailiff says he was there as an officer and 
the police had no right to lock him up. 

It was late Saturday night that a wo- 
man sent for the officers and Patrolmen 
Hollingsworth and Hewell responded and 
found Bailiff Buice in her house and saw 
that he was drinking. Buice at first defied 
the officers, but finally quieted down and 
went peacably to the police barracks. He 
had a pistol in his coat pocket, which was 
taken from him. 

Yesterday morning Bailiff Buice said toa 
reporter of The Constitution: 

‘“‘T was in that woman’s house to notify 
her not to pay her fine to a man who had 
been representing himself as a collector for 
Solicitor O’Neill. The man had collected a 
tine from another woman and the sheriff 
abd solicitor wished to put a stop to such 
business. I was an Officer and attending to 
business and the police had no right to 
arrest me and lock me up in this prison. 
Here I have been a night and a day with- 
out a chance to communicate with my 
family.”’ 

Bailiff Buice’s case will be tried in the 
police court this afternoon. He was turned 
out on bond yesterday afternoon.

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The Supreme Court Will Take Up the 
Case This Morning. 


FINE LEGAL POINT MAY SAVE 


Will Live If There Is a Difference Be- 
tween Metical and Legal Insanity. 


WILL BE AN IMPORTANT LEGAL FIGHT 


Decision of the Supreme Court Will 
Set a Precedent That Is of Vital 


HB SUPREME court of Georgia will 
today begin the hearing of the most 


Invrest. 
| important and interesting case ever 


heard in a Georgia court. The Flanagan 
case will be heard before that body this 
morning and will be under consideration 
by the judges during the next month. - 

This is the first case, with one excepu0n, 
ever heard before the supreme court which 
involved a complete review of the ent-re 
legal history of the state on one particular 
subject. In the Flanagan case every de- 
cision that has ever been rendered upon 
the question of insanity will be reviewed. 

The hearing will be of great importance, 
because it not only invoives a man’s life, 
but it means the establishment of a prece- 
dent that is of vast and vital interes: in 
these days of frequently feigned insanity. 
The supreme court will decide more than a 
question of law. The five judges will rule 
wihether a man can be really insane and 
irresponsible for criminal acts and at the 
same time be legally and technically sane. 
This question will be the principal part 
of the hearing. The attorneys will make 
their fight on this idea. Flanagan's attor- 
neys will claim tnat ‘he was insane at the 
time he committed his crime; that he is 
still insane; that he may have reason and 
apparent sanity, but that he is suffering 
with a real and medical insanity if not a 
legal insanity. 

Judge Hal Lewis will not sit upon the 
case, as he is disquaiined, because ne wus 
Fianagan’s prosecutor wnen the murderer 
was convicted, and before Judge Lewis 
Was appoiniea to the supreme pench. ‘Tne 
attorneys on both sides pad requested that 
a full bench sit upon the case, but only 
five judges can hear the case on account of 
Judge Lewis’s disquatification. 

Coionel W. C. Gienn, who has been Flan- 
agan’s attorney amd best friend since tne 
morning after ‘ok ouan killed two women 
at Popiar Springs, will defend him. Coonel 
Glenn has made a thorough study of the 
question of insanity and is almost as welt 
acquainted as a aoctor with the various 
kinds of dementiu. He says he has pre- 
pared himself to deliver the most cum- 
plete, the most compact and the most con- 
vineing argument he has ever made. He 
has the opening and conclusion in the ar- 
gument, and in the time allowed him wiil 
give a complete review of the case and 
will cite everything on insanity in the 
Georgia reports. He will try to prove that 
the case is simply a question be.ween jus- 
tice and public sentiment. He will argue 
that justice demands that Mlanagan be sent 
to the asylum whiie public feeling con- 
aemns him to death. 

Attorney General Terrell will assist So- 
licitor General W. T. Kimsey in presenting 
‘the side of the state to the supreme court. 
Solicitor Kimsey has been in the case from 
the start and is perfectly familiar with it. 
Both he and Attorney General Terrell are 
prepared to make able arguments. 

The question, as stated above, which the 
judges will have to decide will simply be 
as to the existence of a difference between 
médical and legal. insanity. If the judges 
decide that there is a medica! and a legal 
insanity, it will mean that Flanagan will 
not hang. If they decide that there is no 
distinction between medical and legal in- 
sanity; he will have to hang.
